Wilkinson county Sheriff

Hatcher said today he believes a< 
least three men were involved in 
the slaying of Negro Calib Hill, 
Jr., who was taken from his jail 
cell here and beaten and shot to 
death. 


That would 
make 
the 
Negro 
prisoner's death a lynching under 
the definition of the authoritative 
Tuskegce institule in Alabama. 


Tuskcgec defines a lynching as a 
case in which three or more per- 
sons conspire lo deal oul 
death 


without a trial. 
Although testimony of two other 


prisoners indicated that 
the 28- 
year-old Hill was removed from 
his cell by jusl Uvo men Hatcher 
said he doubled that such a small 
number of persons 
would 
have 


committed the crime. 


Meanwhile, there 


firmed reports that 
entered the investigation to see it 
Hill was lynched in violation of his 
civil rights. 
Hatcher said Georgia Bureau of 


Investigation agents were also help- 
ing with the case. .

Hatcher said he was out looking

Washington, June 1 —(UP)— The 
United States has given up its ef- 
forts to bring Communist Gerhart 
Eisler back to this country to face 
the music.' 


Attorney General Mum C. Clark 
said in a statement that he and 
other government officials have de- 
cided it "would be impossible" for 
the United States to extradite him 
in view of the fact that he 
has 
slipped into Communist-dominated 
Czechoslovakia. 
The German-born Eisler, 
once 


described as the Kremlin's num- 
ber one agent in Ihe U..S, jumped 
his $23500 bail and slipped out of 
the country last month as a stow- 
away aboard the Polish ship, Ba- 
tory. Ho had been convicted of 
passport fraud and contempt 
of 


congress. 
The United States tried 
to re- 
gain custody of Eisler after ho was 
seized by British authorities when 
the Batory docked al Southampton. 
But a British courl set him free 
on the grounds that his offense was

zones of Germany. The chances of 
political unity already have gone 
down the drainpipe. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Vishin- 
sky last week gave his customary 
"no" to the proposal'by America, 
Britain and France that the Rus- 
sian zone of Germany form a po- 
litical union with the new federal 
republic c o m p r i s ing the three 
"Western theatres. Then yesterday 
he proposed that the foreign min- 
isters.' council invite a delegation 
from 
the 
Communist - dominated 
"German People's congress" of the 
Soviet zone to appear before it. 


The "German People's congress" 
has adopted a constitution for a 
"Germa/i 
Democratic 
republic." 
The idea of the delegation appear- 
ing before the council was to -ad- 
vocate that Western Germany join 
the "German 
lie.' 
Democratic 
repub- 


The three Western powers voted 


down Vishinsky's proposal. 
They 


contended the 
people's 
congress 
isn't really representative 
of all 
Germany, as it claims to be. So 
Vishinsky got an echoing "no."

gime like those of the other satel- 
lite states. Should there be a union 
between the communized "German
